NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


It cannot even fyet be eaid that order reigns in Russia. Not to mention 
the canse of petty annoyances to which the Jews of Bt. Petersburg have been 
subjected by the Minister of the Interior, a more serions outbreak occurred last 
week at Doubno. We have recounted elsewhere the horrifying details of the 
tertible tragedy. It serves to show that the arguments of Russian apologists 
are perfectly fatile while such events continue, So long as the Rassian Govern- 
ment choose to single out any one body of their citizens as debarred from any 
of the privileges of the rest, eo long will the lower ordera of Russia remain of 
opinion that robbery and even marder of the Jows will be connived at by the 
Centra! Government. The approaching Easter holidaye (old style) must raise 
serious apprehensions in every mind that las examined the Rasso-J ewish 
Queetion. These contagious outbreaks always occur about Easter they did so 
last April at Elizabethgrad. (iod grant that our brethren may be spared such 
terrible scenes as occurred last year about thistime. The Goverament seems 
alive to the danger, and the outspoken exprossion of pablic opinion in Eogland 
bas clearly bad good effect in forcing the Russian authorities to prepare for the 
dreaded outbreak. Large masses of troops have been moved into the neigh- 
bourhood of Odessa, and attempted riote at or ncar Ananjeff have been quelled 
alwost immediate ly by these forces. While we rejoice at seeing this mark of 
official prodence, we cannot refrain from poioting out how completely such 


- facte prove the possibility last year of similar preventive measures by the 


Russian Goverament. 


The circumetance that Mr. Samael Montaga and Dr. A. Asher will leave 
Lon lon next week to join Mr. Lawrence Oliphant at Brody will be regarded 
with satisfaction by all’ interested in the fate of the large 
number of Rossian refagees who are atillin Gallicia awaiting the com- 
pletion of suitable arrangements for their emigration to other lands. The con- 
eclentious manner in which Mr. Montaga and Dr, Asher discharged their -mission 
to Jerusalem a few years ago will be still fresh in the memories of our readers. 
With three ench earnest, zealous and .practical representatives of the Mansion 
House Fand as Mr. Oliphant, Mr. Montaga and Dr. Asher at Brody, we can con 
fidently rely opon these gentlemen satisfactorily discharging the onerous and 
delicate duties entrusted to them.

“One Touch of Natare makes the whole world kin.” Among the instances 
of the world-wide effect of the Russian outrages, not the least interesting is the 
idee of a Special Prayer in Hebrew and the Mabratti language offered by the Ben: 
lerae! community of Bombay on the occasion of a apecial Fast Day appointed 
to implore Divine Protection for the Jews of Russia, The Prayer was com- 
posed by Mr. Joseph Ezekiel (Lead Master of the David S:ssoon Benevolent 
Institute), The address of Mr, Ezekic! so moved the sympathics of his congre 
cation that a collection was set on foot and even the poorest among them 
offered his mite. The incident affords a proof how closely this interesting 
community of “ the Sons of asrael” have been drawn within the fold of Jadaiam 
to which a few years ago they scarcely were known to belong by their Western 
brethren. 

While we are interested to learn that the young Princes assisted at the 
Seder service in Jerusalem last Monday week we'regret to seo that to some 


extent the event has been referred toastoo much like a raree-show for our taste. 


Thatthe young gentlemen, one of whom will probably be one day king of England, 
shonld know and feel an interest in the hallowed customs of the Passover ig 
eminently desirable as a piece of education for them and as helping to keep alive 
an interestin ue, Dut that the Passover should be looked upon as“ boulders of 
an autique world” and only offering food toa jaded curiosity is not so desirable, 
Aud it ecems as if the customs were regarded more in this light than in any 
more sympathetic spirit so that participation in them by the Queen's grandsons 
does not appear, when carefully examined, to be such a matter for congratula- 
tion as might at firet appear. Llowever, whatever may have been the motive, 
we are glad at any rate that these young Princes should have been enabled to 
localize their Bible and hecome familiar with the customs mentioned in its pages 
by the only method by which these can be effected—a visit to the Holy Land. 


The exellence of our Jewish elementary schools continues to attract the 
attention of the heads of the education department of the Government. Mr. 
Mundella, the Vive-President of the Council, in the course of his spoech in the 
House of Commons on moving the Education Estimates, referred to the diffi- 


_enities encountered by the managers of public elementary schools in the 
~ trainfog of the raw materi.l pla eo! under their charge, and as examples of how 


these difficulties are “euccessfully surmounted, Mr, Mandella mentioned two 
schoole, both Jewish—the Jewish School, at Manchester, and the Jews’ Free 
Bchool in London, Inthe Manchester school, said the right honourable gentle- 
man, where 50 per cent. of the pupils spoke broken English, 99 por cent. passed 
the Government Inspector, and in the Jews’ Free School there were 2,400 
children, and 98 1-3rd per cent. of the pupils were successful. The coupling of 
these two echools is the more interesting from the fact that Mr. Ephraim 
Harris, M.A., the head master of the school in Manchester, was himself a pupil 


and subsequently a teacher at our great Free School in London. 


‘The result of the regrettable difference of opinion that exists among the 


members of the New Synagogues with regard to the appointment of a Preacher 
_ is unfortunately likely to have a serious effect upon the existence of this syna- 


gogue. The Financial Representative and other representatives at the Council 


of the United Synagogue, as well as members of the Committee, have resigned, 
i aud severed their connection with the congregation, It is a pity that matters 


were not earlier arranged in an amicable spirit with due regard to the interest, 
of the synagogue. Those who have sought the retirement of “the cave of 
Adullam,” perhaps regard the present as a not inopportune moment for Pressing 
upon attention thequestion which of the three City synagogues it would be moet 
desirable to close in view of the great migration of their members from the 
City to the West End and other districte. 


The Regius Professorship of Hebrew at Catnbridge which has beep 
practically vacant for many years owing to the ill-health of Professor Jarret: 
has become formally vacant by his death. Though the rules of the Professor. 
sip do not require that its holder should bo in holy orders, he may be required 
to snbscribe certain canons of the Charca which no conscientious Jew could do 
and thus the chair of Hebrew at Cambridge is closed to the very race who ma 
Jay claim to a knowledge of Hebrew almostas a birthright. We trust the time 
will not be distant when this relic of medieval intolerance shall be removed 
from the statutes of the University and at least an opportunity given for 
Jew to hold the chair of Hebrew. The traditions of Hebrew scholarship 
in Cambridge. are due to Jewish teachers, who have, as it were held unofficial 
chairs of Hebrew. The Rev. 8. Lyon in tha past and De, Schiller-Szzinessy in 
the present have sown the seeds of Rabbinic and Hebrew learning, though they 
have not been allowed to reap the harvest of reward and social position which 
their labours have deserved. One of the conditions of the Hebrew professorship 
is that the candidates shall read a dissertation and we understand that Dr, 
Szzinessy has beon allowed todo so on this occasion. We should rejoice to hear 
that the University has allowed the restriction moationed above to fall into 
disuse and elect a Jew who has earned the respect of the whole academic world 
at Cambridge by his learsing, by his readiness ia imparting it, and above all 
by his unostentatious but siacere observance of his religious daties, 


We have received from Mr. G, W. Collins an instalment of his long ex- 
pected edition of Sepher Llashcam, the chief work still extant composed by ap 
English Jew before the expulsion. It was written, probably in the thirteenth 
century, by R. Moses Hanakaan, of London, and a part of it relating to the 
accents has been long known, having been printed in the Rabbinic Bibles. The 
whole work which Mr. Collins is editing contains a grammatical introdaction, 
now before ue, a lexicon of verbs and nonne, and an appendix on particles, 
accents, &c. Intrinsicaily the value of the work is 6aal), and its inconvenient 
arrangement renders it practically useless for reference, though this defect 
will be remedied if Mr, Colllns supplies an alphabetical-index as he promises. 
It has, however, an historical value as dieplaying the grammatical knowledge in 
the French schools of the time ; for English Judaism was, in a literary sense, 
but a colony from France, and it is, indeed, the chief work of the kind from that 
school, the Kimchia being mediators from Spain. To English Jews, however, 
the work has great interest as the only little literary production of any merit 
produced by their predecessors in England. When completed by -Mr. Collias, 
we hope to give a somewhat. fuller account of the merits of the Lexicon, and 
of the light thrown by it on the state of Jewish learning in England in the 
thirteenth century. At present we may remark that Mr. Collins's preface gives 
a curt account of the previous history of Jewish Lexicograpy, and of the con- 
tents of the work and mentions briefly the sources named by R. Moses, fol- 
lowing here Dr. Neubauer’s enumeration in the Rabbins de la France. We 
welcome his appearance among the eminent school of Hebraists which has now 
been formed at Oxford ander the guidance of Dr. Neubauer, and inclades the 
names of Messrs. Cheyne, Driver, Matthews, Nutt, and Wickes. Mr. Collins's 
forthcoming edition of the “ Book of the Onyx,” will entitle him to take 4. 
prominent place among these authorities. : 


It is not generally known that the origin of the custom for Jews not to 
marry during the Sephirah is shrouded in mystery. The usual explanation given 
of the custom is that it is in memory of the death of Rabbi Akiba’s pupils by 
plague between Passover and Pentecost. If this were so we should expect to 
find traces of the custom from the early part of the second century, wheres 
no trace of it is found in either Talmud. The earliest notice of the custom is 
to be found in a response of Rabbi Natronai Gaon who declares it to be a castom 
and not a negative precept and thatno punishment should be given to anyoue who 
transgressed it. If this Rabbi Natronai Gaon be the earlier Gaon of that name 
the earliest mention of the custom is from the first half of the eight contary. 
Though the custom is mentioned so late, it may have obtained much earlier batit 
it is very unlikely thatit can bereally traced back to Rabbi Akiba’s time. Theonly 
suggestion that has been wade with any plausibility isthatof Dr. Landsberger who 
attempts to prove that it was adopted from the Romans who would not marty 
during the month of May. This custom was adopted by Germans, French and 
English and Dr. Landsberger suggests that it was likewise adopted by the Jews 
settled in the Roman Empire and thence spread to all the other Jews. He also 
attempts to explain Log ba Omer in this connection buat with little success. It 
is doubtful whether this ingenious solution explains away the difficalty and 
is still open to any of the rising scholars among us to definitively expound why 
the custom was not mentioned in the T'almad and how it became coanected with 
the pupils of Rabbi Akiba. |

The anonymous donation of 40,000 marks which enabled 
the Committee to secure by purchase more commodious promises for the 
development of the Orphanage was obtained solely through my colleague, Herr 
Adolph Baer of this city, in conjunction with Rabbi Dr. Horovitz, subsequently 
appointed co-trustees. My name has been placed upon the Board of Manage- 
ment simply in deference t» the desire entertained to widen the basis of so 
excellent an institution, by giving it eomewhat of an international character. 


The main object is to eupply to helpless and destitute Jowish children in the . 


Holy Land an education and training, religious and secular, calcalated to befit 
them for self-suppoiting independence. 

That the struggle with fanaticiern and privileged mendicity inseparable 
from euch efforts is not being carried on in vain, is evidenced by the steady 
progress you record. The smallness of the number of orphans hitherto admitted 
is due, not to the pancity of applicante, but simply to our limited resources, Tie 
Trastees of the charitable bequests of my late brother, Mr. Jacob A. Franklin, 
have voted asum of £509 in five annual instalments of £100-each, towards the 
permanent engagement of a teachor of the language deemed beat suited to the 
pupils’ temporal advancement, yet annual subscriptions are greatly needed to 
ensure the success of the undertaking. 

If my disclaimer induce any of your, hitherto apathetic seaders to come 
forward in aid of the good cause, your well-intentioned error will entitle you to 
the warmest thanke of ,

Sin,~—The correspondence which has been initiatedia your columns by Mr. 
Samuel Harris on the subject of pulpit teaching has by no means appeared too early.

The delivery of sermons in the Jiidisch-Deutech jargon may be all very 


in Russia, for anyone with cooland unbiassed tind who examines the ukases re- 
specting the Jows, mnst see that they are drawn up neither witha view to the 
welfare of the Jewish population nor to that of the country at large, Our brethren 
are delivered over like sheep to the slaughter. Their eyes are directed towards us. 
I have received many letters from Russia in which the characters are almost blottet 
out by the teara of anguish which the recital of their sufferings bas forced from 
the writers. Thisis no exaggeration, it is the simple trath, and the writers. who 
are trustworthy men, accuse the English consuls of not properly performing their 
duties, reporting only a tenth of allthe cruelties committed. But the whole of the 
misfortunes of our brethren could be put an end to by the Government with one 
stroke of the pen, There would be no fanatical mob in the world were it not for the 
leaders, who stir them up, Such scandalous deeds as were committed in s9-cslled 
“intelligent Germany,” would never have occurred if such men as Treitschke, 
Stocker, and their fellows had not been encouraged, if not actively, at any rate 
tacitly, by the Government. And itis the same in Russis, only with the difference 
that it is much easier to instigate the rough Boyar, and the uncivilised Calmuck, 
and Tartar, to bloody and barbarous actions. Sufficient has already been written 
and said, good work has been done, sympathy has been shown for our brethren, 
both in word and deed, in every part of the world, headed by the magnanimous 
English people, Herein England the matter has been brought before Parliament. 
but the endeavours of Baron de Worms were unfortunately frustrated by the 
words of the Premier, who was unfavourable to any intervention in the internal 
policy of a foreign power, fearing that the result might be more productive 
of evil than of good, although a document signed by Lord Harrington, 
during the reign of George II., bears witness that in a similar state of affairs in 
Austria the intervention of the Government for the distressed Jews bore good fruit. 
We must not waste time in.fruitiess discussion. Money is of course of the highest 
necessity to assist those who are in a position to emigrate ; but how many hundred 
thousands, perhaps millions, cannot possibly leave the country for’ various reasons, 
whilst day and night the sword of Damocles hangs over their heads’ What can be 
done for these’ The main difficulty is with the Russian Government, and especially 
with the Emperor, 

When Sir Moses Montefiore was younger and more active he knew how to miti- 
gate toe sufferings of our people by personal appeais to the stern despot Nicholas ; 
but the feeb'e limbs of the venerable philanthropist can no longer second his warm 
heart by bearing him to t»e throne of the Romanotfs. But instead of Nicholas. the 
throne is occupied by a ruler highly cultivated and free from any taint of ferocity, 
and by his side sits the daughter of a tolerant constitutional Sovereign What, 
then, seems more advisable and more feasible than to send to St Petersburg a depu- 
tation to waituponthe Czar; Butsach a deputation should consist not only of 
Jews, but also of Christians of the highest rank, learned men and dignitaries of 
various confessions, and merchants from England, France, Germany, Italy, Austria, 
and Russia. I'believe, nay,’ I am convinced, that the result of such an appeal 
would be equally favourable with that of the mission of Sir Moses Montefiore.

THE JEWS IN SMYRNA.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
SMYRNA. MARCH 2, 1552. 

After a year spent in continnons negotiations the local C umittee of the 
Alliance Ieraélite and M. Parieate have just parchased some landed property

When 
ready the Jewish community at Sa yrna will possess the finest educational 
establishment in the city, The situation of our new acquisition, from a hygtente 
pout ot view, is admirable in eve ry All the adini ive departments 
of the province were formerly locatelin the bailding, which 18 as much as 
telling you that there wilt be no Jack of space and that the purcharers have 
ely cted one of the most central pointe of the city forthe school. The architect 
who eurveyed the property valued it at more than 4300 Turkish pounds, The 
Alliance’ have thos made an excellent bargain and have at the same time acquired 
suitable property which it would have been impossible to find in the Jewish 
quarter. 

At least one thousand pupils can be accommodated in the new premiser, 
which will be completed in about eight months’ time. The actual number of 
pupils will, however, only be augmented gradually, and in proportion to the 
development of the financial resources of the inatitution. This happy consume. 
mation, of which our Smyrna coreligionistsa may justly be proud, is entirely duc 
to the generosity of our brethren in Kucland and Fravce, and particularly to that 
of Baron de Hirech who contributed as his share in the enterprise the munificent 
amount of 55.000 franca’. The Jews of Smyrna in spite of the many. burdens 
which weigh so heavily upon them and of their unfavourable material position 
collected the sam of 20000 francs, so that the entire sabscription exceeded 
110 000 france, a sum aeflicient to weet all expenses 

It only remaitea for me now to exhort the imoortant community of Smyrna 
to actin concord and union. I would remind my brethren in this city th it a 
new era of progress is about to open for their children and would urge them to 
scriously give their attention to the futare and prosperity of their schools. by 
80 doing and by laying aside their dissensiona thy y will prove themselves worthy 
of the benevolence of their coreligionistein the West. 

The affair of the Jewish cemetery in Smyrna, which formed the subject of 
my last letter, bas not yet been settled. The fe reiga consuls have communicated 
the cifcumetances to thie ree pe clive Ambassadors at Constantinople, whio 
mnieed M. Salomon ria dez, the President of the RB: vional Comwmittea of the 
Alliance in that city, that they would employ their good offices with the Sublime 
Porte. Oar Cor history here has addreserd avother petition to. the local authori- 
tice, which bis Excellency Ali Pasha has tranemitted to Constantinople. Baron 
de Rothéchild, of Vienna, has written. to our Consistory that at his requeat the 
Austro-Hopgarian Minister for Foreign Affairs had. instracted his. country's 
repre rentative at Smyrna te BUpPport as tar «as possible the representations of the 
Jewish community. The Cons:+tory, in ite turn, has decided to send the Grand 
Rabbi of Smyrna, M. Pala.che, to Constantinople, in order to plead the cause of 
the community in pereon before the Government authorities. Such, in short, is 
the preeent stato of the question, I have vo doubt that it will end, as neual, + 
the expenditure of a large amount of money, which will sill further aggravate 
the préecarions condition of this community, 

An ineident. occurred here a tew days ago whiich was c -racterized. by 
up titguised l-will on the part of the local authorities towards the Jews.. You 
are probably aware that ace ording to ‘Tuckish- law the adminiatrative councils, 
as well as various tribunals, wust be composed of members belonging to: ever 
religious denomivation, - There happete to be here a council consisting of only 
four members, two of whom should be Mahomedans, and the other two either 
Christiane of the Orthodox or Armenian Churches, or Jews. The election haviog 
recently taken place, a dew wae elected as momber, to the exclasion of ax 
Armenian Cbrictian Ni vertheless, io order to keep out our coreligionist, it was 
alleged that be could not write the Turkish language ; be was therefore replaced 
by an Armenian, It is, however, a subject of public notoriety that a large 
number of Christians who have eeats in the several councils ‘are totally ignorant 
of the Turkish language, and yet this pretext is now only brought torward for 
the firet time in order to exclude a Jew.

Threats against the security of the 
Jews were loudly uttered by the Greeks, and our coreligionists, mindful of the 
mnisfortunce which bappened to them in 1872, became panic-stricken. The 
ma'evolenve of a Greek gardener was thus suflicient to endanger the trangurl- 
lity of an entire population.

Your readers can imagine the indignation of the Archbishop and the con- 
fusion of the accusers. A ‘report was immediately drawn up and was sigaed by 
the principal personages present. It is stated, bat I am unable to confirm the 
rumour, that this report has been printed and sent in the form of 8 Circular to 
every Greek family in Smyrna. However this may be, tranquillity ono» more 
reigns here, and it is to be hoped that we shall not be disturbed in celebrating 
the Passover. 

{ cannot sufficiently render homage to the tact and the benevolent spirit 
shown by the Archbishop in this matter, as well as by the notabilities of the 
orthodox community in this city. It is hardly necessary for me to add that the 
ealightened portion of the Greek population have expressed their strong con- 
demnation of these scandalous occurrences, though, however, they do nothing 
to prevent them. 

The letter from Major G. de Winton on the subject of our cemetery, which 
was published in the Jewi:h Chronicle of the 17ih February, has cansed the 
liveliest satisfaction to our coreligionists, in Smyrna, who herewith beg to tender, 
through me, the expression of their profound gratitude to that gallant officer, 
Unfortunately the affair of the cemetery, on which I have dilated in previous 
letters, has not yet been satisfactorily solved. The foreign Ambassadors at 
Constantingple, who had promised to use their good offices, do not appear to be 
acting with sufficient celerity. 

The Society “ Gemilouth Hassadim ” has just taken an opportune step by 
opening a subscription in favour of our oppressed brethren in Russia, and by 
heading the list with a conttibation of 1,000 franes. The list is to remain open 
until two or three days before Passover, and we earnestly hope that it will yield 
iioportant results. The Jews in Smyrna, who are a0 often compelled to resort 
to the generosity and the protection of oar brethren in the West, have now a 
favourable opportauity for displaying their sentiments of gratitade and of 
fraternity. | 


THE BENI ISRAEL SCHOOL AT BOMBAY. 


The first-annual distribution of prizes to the pupils attending the Beni Israel 
School at Bombay was held in the spacious and airy school-rooms on Sunday, the 
li2th ef March, . The school, the first of its kind in Bombay, was originally estab- 
ished in the year 1875, but it failed to prosper from want of proper support. In 
April, 1881, the school wa- reorganized on the formation of the Beni Israel Branch 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association in Bombay, and under the energetic auspices of

from the fact that. since the first settlement of the Beni Israel in [udia, believed by 
them to be 2.000 years ago, this was the first occasion when not only European, Arab, 
and Indian Jews (the White Jews, asthe European and Arab Jews are called, having 
hitherto looked down on their black and to some extent half-caste brethren), but 
even some of the most influential répresentatives of native races, irrespective of 
caste and creed, assembled for the purpose of showing their sympathy with the 
efforts now being made to raise the Beni Israel community from its present degraded 
position, 

In an interesting report read to the gathering. on behalf of Mr. Hacem Samuel, 
the President of the School, a brief review was given of the causes, originally dic- 
tated by prudence, which induced the Beni Israel on their settlement in India to 
live in obscurity, and thus to settle down into a state of complete mental ignorance. 
They nevertheless firmly adhered to the traditional rites and customs of Judaism. 
and were proof against the allurements of the missionaries, who, having first 
sought them out about fifty years ago, continued, until the opening of the Bent 
I+rael School in Bombay, to give instruction to the children with the view of their 
ultimate conversion to Christianity. According to the same report there are at 
present 150 boys and 74 girls on the books of the achool, which is divided into three 
sections. The school being under Government, the pupils were recently examined 
by Colonel Waddington, Edacational [nspector at Bombay, when 67 per cent. of the 
pupils successfully stood the Government inspection t-st, The grant in aid for the 
year is $66 rupees. The staff consists at present of a head-master and four teachers 
for the boys’ school, and two mistresses aad a pupil teacher for the girls’ school. 
The Anglo-Jewish Association in London last year made a grant of £200 in aid of 
the school, | | 

Atter the reading of the report several songs, partly in the Marathi language 
and partly in Hebrew, were sung by the pupils, several of whom likewise delive 
bome well-known English recitations in prose and poetry. 3

expressing his gratification at the succes<!ul results of the efforts made by the Beni

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE MANCHESTER BRANCH. 


On Sunday the annual meeting of the Manchester Branch of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association — _ at the Jews’ School, Manchester, Mr. E. M. AENRIQUES, Presi- 
_in the Chatr. 
~~. opening the proceedings, the CHAIRMAN (who was cordially greeted) said 
in-contidering the work of the Association it would perhaps be as well to as+o- 
ciate with it that greater Association from whom it was derived—the Alliance 
Ieraélite of Paris. Those two societies had always worked hand in hand, in friendly 
rivalry, and though to the Alliance belonged the great initiation of this work. he 
hoped they might all live to see the day when the Anglo-Jewish Association would 
at any raté be on @ par with it in the greatness of its labours. (Applause). At 
nt the Association in England and the Colonies numbered about 6.000 mem- 
rs; it had branches in the far East and in the far West, places so widely distant 
as Calcutta. Alexandria, Montreal, Adelaide, and Rio de Janeiro. Added to these 
6.000 members the Alliance has no fewer than 24,000 so that the two societies have 
between them 30,000 members, all pledged to advoeate their objects and extend their 
neefulness. (Applause). The regular income in London was about £3,300, and that 
of the Alliance 250,000 francs, or £10,000, but that sum did not represent in any 
way the amount expended in objects of the Association.. It hac always been the 
rule, when any special subject engaged the attention of the Society, that appeals 
should be made for the furtherance of those objects, (Hear, hear). Those two 
t societies together formed a great Jewish freemasonry, but, in contradistinction 
to freemasonry in general, they did not work in secret. Their efforts bore 
the light of day, and they worked for two great objects—the freedom 
of their persecuted brethren from all manner of shackles which might be 
t on them either by governments or rations, and also their freedom from 
ignorance. The great cause of education, he might say, was their standpoint. 
(Applause.) The schools in the East were numerous, and were of value not only 
from the work they did but also from the example they showed to Oriental 
nations, There were schools in Aleppo numbering 850 children, others in Bagdad 
numbering 137; and:in Bayrout schools for both sexes in which were 44 boys and 
{5 girls. In Bombay they had opened schools, and in Constantinople th-y had no 
fewer than nine—three for girls and six for. boys, numbering together about 1,200 
scholars. In Corfu, Damascus, Jamboli, and Philippopolis they had schools with 
from 85 to 100 pupils,in Salonica there were 350 boys and 192 girle, in Smyrna 
they had nearly 300 in attendance, at Sofia 485, and in Tunis 286 boys, and now in 
Jerusalem iteelf they were working to establish a school in memory of the late 
president of the Alliance—M. Crémieux, (Applause.) It must be evident toall 
that this was a great and good work, not only from what it had effected, but from 
its influence in arousing im the population there an emulation to improve their 
moral and intellectual status. The mere fact of having girls’ schools in the East 
should be a perfect awakening to their brethren and an inspiration to throw off 
the yoke of Oriental lethargy, for in the history of their race women had always 
played a great and distinctive part—(applause), and there was no greater test of 
civilisation than the paramount influence of women in a community. (Applause. ) 
He would now pass to the other work of the Alliance—their endeavoura, in every 
clime where persecutions or disabilities existed to do their utmost for the relief of 
their fellow-religionists, (Hear, hear.) In Roumania they had worked long and 
usefully in order to order to protect their brethrea from the many indignities 
which had been inflicted upon tnem ; they had often had occasion to interview the 
British Ambassador, and they had enlisted his sympathies on their behalf, In 
Alexandria, through their representations, the Greek Patriarch, in the last Passover, 
addressed an earnest appeal to his flock to stay the dreadful outrages which had 
occurred on previous occasions at that time Those “ blood accusations " had from 
time immemorial been the curse of the race of Israel, but he trusted that in the future 
they might be stopped. “He fully believei, however, that they had penetrat-deven 
to the city of Manchester, for a letter had appeared in the papers in which a Gre+k 
gentleman hed accused them publicly, and declared that he was an eye-witness 
that the Jewish population of Alexandria had stolen a child for the purpose of 
sacrificing itat Easter. (Laughter.) However, that gentleman had not the courage 
to maintain his opinions, and: afterwards withdrew the charge .unconditionaily. 
(Applause.) As regarded Roumania, he was unfortunately unable to give them 
any encouraging advices, for, in spite of the efforts made through our ambassador 
and others, the disabilities that were promised to be removed by the Treaty of 
Berlin still exisied, to the disgrace of that country. In Servia the Jewish position 
had been greatly improved, and he was happy to say that by a decree receutly passed 
in the Skuptchina, nearly all the disabilities had been removed from the Jewish 
race. (Applause). In Persia, ‘through the agency of the British Ambassador, 
Owing entirely to representations made by the Jewish authorities in London they 
to report a greatly improved condition of the Jews. There formerly existed a 
a law by which every convert from Judaism who embraced the Mahometan faith 
had a right of heritage to all the property of his family. That had been abro- 
gated, and he was happy to say that those who abandoned their faith, from motives 
which he need not censure, would not, at any rate, gain such a materia! advantage 
by that proceeding.

JEWISH WOME WORSHIP. 


The recent festival has brought to the foreground one of the most 
distinctive characteristics of Judaism. On the first two evenings of the 
Passover at every Jewish home throughout the world, the family assembled 
around the table and heard once more the familiar tale of the deliverance 
from Egypt, told in the quaint but poetical phraseology of the Jagada 
service, The youngest asked the “ leading question” Afa Neslane and was 
answered in the same words that have instructed our forefathers for the last 
two thousand years, The memory of those words will remain with all till 
the end of life and cause the recurrence of the Passover to come round as 
the arrival of an old friend. . 

It is out of such associations that the specifically Jewish feeling is 
built by the subtle alchemy of the mind, Religious enthusiasm, historic 
memories, and family love all combine to render such occasions for ever 
memorable in the life’s history of each of us. And when we recall to mind | 

that the same scenes and tle same influences are occurring all over the 
world wherever a Jewish family lives it is not so difficult to understand the 
feeling of fellowship which joins as it were unconscionsly and connects all 
Jews together by an ideal bond, ang 

It is not only at Passover that the domestic side of Jadaism is dis 
played ; every week on Sabbath Eve the members of the Jewish family cess? 
from their daily roand of toil and join ina commonrest. Herne with his 
usual rich fantasy pictures the Sabbath as the gool angel of Jewish life. 


e Israe], he imagines, was once bewitched and transformed into a dog, but 


on every Sabbath eve the spell is disso'yed and Israel! becomes oace more ® 
prince as in the days of old. The imagery has something more appropriate 
than a suggestion from the Arabian Nights, In the middle ages and eves 


| now-a-days in countries where the middle ages still linger on in anti-Jewish 
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legislation, the condition of Israel is only too aptly symbolised as that of , 
s dog, useful but degraded. And how true it is that in such times and 
under such circumstances, the Sabbath brings out all the best qualities of 
the Jew. Ifhe be rich, some hamble guest attests his hospitality and 
charity ; if he is poor, love shines only the more brightly amid the absence 
of other sources of brightness. The family worship that welcomes in the 
Sabbath and festivals raises the humblest home into the sphere of religious 
ideality. A spirit of poetry is shed over the pettiest details of the family 
life. 

The poet Burns, after describing the “ Cottar’s Satarday Night,” which 
resembles in many ways the scenes we have been above referring to, adds, 
“From scenes like these did Scotia’s grandeur rise.” Similarly we can say 
that in large measure the continuance of Judaism has been greatly assisted 
by the tender associations and moral training contained in these ennobling 
costoms. Debarred from public life, deprived of all share in the civic life of 
his fellow-citizens, the Jew of the middle ages sought and found consolation 
for the sacrifices he was making in the.sacred circle of the Home. 


How far are these salutary customs retained at the present day 
among Western Jews? We fear that as the outer world is becoming more 
accessible to modern Jews the inner circle is losing some of its power of 
attraction, The attendance at synagogue on Sabbath Eve is gradually 
becoming confined to the synagogue officials anda few faithful to the 
memories of their childhood. The Friday night consequently loses much 
of its sanctity, and its hold on the members of the family is distinctly 
loosened. A few years ago it was customary for the whole of a family to 
assemble at the house of the paterfamilias on every Friday night, and it was 
deemed almost a sacrilege to be absent. Nowadays the custom has been 
broken into by the practice of paying visits on the first evening of leisure in 
the week. Thus gradually one of the most endearing associations of the 
Jewish youth is being dissipated without any substitute being given in its 
place. 

This modern tendency stops short, however, at the rarer periods of family 
reunion for domestic worship. Absence from the Ne/er is regarded nowadays 
with as much reprobation as ever. This fact tends to intensify the sacredness 
of the custom among modern Jews. On persons however lax in conduct and 
rationalist in belief, the Hagada service still exercises an irresistible charm 
and will continue to do so as long as the heart of man is ready to respond to 
the appeal of historic association and family affection, Pruned of a few 
excrescences introduced only a few centuries ago and which it is not unusual 
to omit, the Seder might have in it all the elements that can appeal to a 
thinking man. The link between generation and generation is supplied by 
the participation of the youthful members of the family. The Jewish 
father cannot hear without emotion the same words addressed to him that 
he once addressed with the same mixturé of shyness and pride to his own 
father. | | 7 

In the midst of the disintegrating forces of modern life which tend to 
loosen the bonds that bind the members of a family, a custom like the 
Hagada service becomes the doubly precious by reason of the occasion it 
supplies for the now rarer opportunities of Jewish family worship. The 
same forces have been observed at work outside ovr own circles, and si 
eminent contemporary philosopher has remarked that the family 
ties will in no distant future. require strengthening ,by more frequent occa- 
tions of family reunion. In the many occasions for domestic worship which 
it offers, Judaism possesses in itself a remedy against this modern tendency. 
Apart from their Divine sanction, the Se:/er night and the Sabbath Eve, as 
Well as the other eves of Festivals, should be regarded ag precious oppor- 
tunities for the recovery of the more intimate union of family life which is 
being encroached upon in modern times. As with all the other ordinances 
of Judaism, so here we find that a justification for their existence ean be 
found in their direct practical utility in addition to their religious origin. In 
this age of utilitarianism all institutions must be prepared to give an answer 
to the question Cui bono? and, as we have seen, the good old practice of 
Jewish home worship can faithfully stand this test, By strengthening family 
hes, by building up tender associations, by training the feeling of community 
of Jew and Jew, and feeding the historic imagination, the eves of Sabbaths 
and Festivals can prove their right to existence quite apart from the religious 
injunctions on which they are founded. And by thus showing their con-. 
formity to the laws of human nature, they help to support the claims of the 
religion on which they are founded, and which thus is shown to be itself 

ded on the deepest and holiest experiences of human life. |

Eoypt.—In the early part of February, the daughter of an Arab female living 
at Port Said suddenly disappeared an! at once a cry was raised that the child, seven 
years old, had been murdered by Jews. Fears were entertained of a renewal 
of the anti-Jewish disturbances which took place last year at Alexandria, especially 
as several Greek journals re-echoed the unfounded accusation, Fortunately, how- 
ever; before any mischief could be done the body was discovered in the house of an 
Arab. who it was found hed violated the girl before murdering her. An official 
inquiry into the case elicited the fact that no Jews were implicated ia the crime, 
but in order to prevent any outbreak against the Jews the Minister of the Interior, 
at the request of the leading members of the Jewish community at Alexandria, 


caused the report of the official investigation to be insertel inthe Monitewr Kgyption, — 


the official journal and his Excellency at the same time warned the Greek journals 
to discontinue the publication of groundless charges against the Jews, 


AusTriA-HuncAny.—The Austrian Government have announced their determi- 
nation to take up a vigorous attitude in opposition to the anti-Jewish agitation 
which has recently broken out in Vienna, Positive orders have been issued by the 
Government forbidding meetings of an avowedly anti-Semitic character, and order. 
ing the police to disperse any arsembly of thesort, Nearly all the papers published 
in the capital have dec!ared against the movement.— Victor Istoczyi, the anti-Semitic 
Hangarian Deputy, who was recently defeated in an action for libel brought by bim 
against a Jew, has since had a fresh source for annoyance by learning that in the 
very district which he represents in the Hungarian Dist, two magistrates have been 
appointed, both of whom are Jews. —The last annual report of the Jewiss Blind 
Institute in Vienna, an institution which has but few compeer ia the Jewish com. 
munity, mentions that there are at preegnut within its walls 35 young people, 27 of 


whom are males, 33 are natives of Austria-fTungary, the romainder being forcigaérs. ©

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


With reference to the announcement in our last issae that Count Ignatieff 
has given hie consent to the convening of aconference of Jewish notabilities to 
diecnes the question of external einigration and other mattera aff g the cone 
dition of the Jews in Roasia, we have obtained the following additional infor- 
mation. There existe a great diversity of opinion in influential Jewish circles in 
Roesia with regard to the emigration question. Several notabilities (among 
them Baron Ginzberg) are opposed to emigration, aod are in favour of con- 
centrating their efforts to improve the condition of their coreligionists by a 
movement to obtain for them full civil rights and equality with thetr Christian 
fellow-countrymen. Others are disposed to encourage a legal emigration, that 
is to say, an emigration sanctioned by the Government. It is pointed out by 
there perkons that an illegal emigration entails great hardships aod pecuniary 
sacrifices on thowe who remain behind, each congregation in Rassia being uoder 
the obligation: of paying a poll tax to the Government and of farnishiog a 
certain pumber of recruite. A diminution in the number of Jewish inhabitants 
in any town would not reeuli in ao diminution in the amoant of the tax, since 
the Government would demand payment for every person who had left the 
country without authority. The list of delegates to the intended conference has 
been submitted to Count Ignatieff and his approval of the names is daily 
expected. The Conference will probably meet on the 20th. 

The Goelos of the 8th states that it is in possession of information. to 
the effect that troops have been dispatched from Odessa, Bender, and 
Nicdlaieff to the town and district ‘of Ananjeff, Government of Cherson, in 
consequence of disturbances which have occurred in the latter town and some 
villeges in the neighbourhood. On Sunday, the 2nd inet., which was a market 
day, the peasants attacked the shops and houses belonging to Jews at Walego- 
julawo, a place situate about twenty-five versts from Ananjeff. After the 


disturbance had been. suppreseed it was ascertained that thirty shops and. 
upwarde of eighty houses had been demolished, The Oficial Messenger. 


rivea a formal denial tothe exaggerated reports which are current of auti- 
Jewish disturbances, and announces that in future it will publish all news that 
may be received of occurrences of this description. It adds that a slight 
disturbance recently occurred between some Je we and Christians in a restaurant 
in the district of Ovrouch, Volhynia, and it confirms the above-mentioned 
attack upon Jewish property in the district of Anaujeff. Fourteen arrests 
were made in Ovrouch, and more than thirty in Ananjeff, and precautionary 
measures bave been adopted to prevent the recurrence of disorders. 

A disastrous conflagration broke out at Bialitz (in Bessarabia) on the 19th 
ult., and continued for two days, reducing half of the town;—unfortunately the 
poorest part—to ashes. At least 500 houses were destroyed, of which about 
450) were occupied by Jews. Nealy 800 families, representing 2,500 souls, are 
consequently without shelter, food, clothing, or the means of gaining a liveli- 
hood. The peasants from. the surroanding districts, as well as the battery 
stationed at Bialitz, hastened to the scene of the conflagration and rendered al! 
the service in their power. Under the auspices of the Governor of Bessarabia, 
a Relief Committee was formed at Bialitz and 8.500 roubles were at once col- 
lected towards alleviating the immediate wants of the victims. Subscriptions 
ate also being raised for the same benevolent purpose at Kischineff and Odersa 

We have received from St. Petersburg particulars of a barbarous out- 
rage on a Jewish family in the neighbourhood of Doubno. <A _ party of 
soldiers, three in number, belonging to a regiment of lancers, appeared late 
one night before a epirit store kept by a Jew named Malinoff and 
asked: for drink: Ae the family, consisticrg of six persons,: had retired to 
rest, some objections were entertained to opening the door; but they were 
subsequently admitted and served with drink. They then refused to leave the 
house, and during a quarrel which eusued the soldiers shot the store-keeper and 
killed hia two sone and an infant. They aleo outrage! his daughter, aud beat 
hie wife until she was insensible. They then plundered the premises and made 
off. Defore doing so, however, they found that the wife, whom they had left 
for dead, had recovered consciousness, and was endeavouring to obtain assistance 
in the neighbourhood, ‘They again fired and wounded her, but she succeeded 
in escaping. According to the Zaria, the poor woman, bleeding and covered 
with wounds, and clothed only inber nightdress, sought protection froma neigh- 
bouring monk, But this minister of God on discovering that she was “ only a 
Jewess,’ closed the door in-her face. The next morning, she was found lying 


‘all but naked, senseless and dying.in the roadway. A few days afterwards 


the soldiers were arrested, and some of the stolen property was found on them ; 
their clothes were likewise stained with blood, | 

Auti Jewish riots have also. occurred at Bolta and the surrounding places 
aud in the Slutek district, where four coreligionists, one of whom was a woman, 


injured, 


The correspondent of the Daily Telegraph at St. Petersburg commenting 
on the renewal of the disturbances expresses his belief that the events in the 
Ananieff district are but the commencement of the general outbreak which is 
anticipated in the South. It may be expected that the Government will make 
full use of the military forces at their disposal to check the distarbances,' but 
there is little hope of tranquillity in the outlying districta should the movemeut 
become general. The lawless classes have not forgotten their success and com- 


parative impunity last spring, and none of the measures, which have been 


taken by the authorities since that time appear calculated to produce the re- 


quired impression on the peasantry that the Government acknowledge and gre — 


determined to fallil their obligations in the protection of the lives and property 
of the Jews. | 

ihe rame correspondent states that a circular has been issued by the 
Minister of the Interior forbidding Jews to trade in St. Petersburg who, accord. 
ing to thei: legal status, are citizens of the smaller neighbouring towns, Many 
Jews engaged in retail trades io St. Petersburg have obtained permission to 
reside in the town, but have not paid the dues required from citizens of. the 
capitai, Like many small Russian traders they have paid the Igss beavy dues 
demanded in Cronstadt, Oranieubaum, and otber neighbouring towns, where 
they have evrolled themselves as citizens. By the new decision of the authori- 
tics they are obliged immediately to wind up their business, and close their 
establishments in St. Petersburg. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Standard referring to a rumour tbat a 
ukaseé will shortly be promulgated expelling all the Germans from Russia Bays : 
“ The Czar's Government is resolved to permit no foreign intervention in the 
interbal affairs of tlhe Empire. It is even boasted that the renewed persecutions 
of the Jewe are really only a reply to the @uterpellations in the it Paclia 
ment and the indiguation expressed in the English and foreigu press.” 


The authorities at Warsaw bave given orders to close ail shops and have. 


taken gicat military precautions in view of the serious anci-Jewish disturbances 


| expected in that city during the Easter festival. At Odessa also precautionar 


measures have boon taken on a large stale. The streets are patrolled by troops 
and about 700 persons unprovided with passports, and presumably of a dis. 
orderly class, have been arrested during the week. 

Ia a recent article in the Moscow Gazette, M. Kalkoff, the Panslavist leads; 
attacks the recent circular of the Minister of the [nterior in regard to forbiddin 
Jews to carry on ths besiacss of chemists. [t jastly remarks that it is Strange 
the authorities have only now becomes aware of the antiquated decres of the 
Senate under which the Jews are understood to be prohibitel from citrying on 
this business. The Jewish chemists in Russia could not have opened their 
shops as such withoat proper license from the authorities, and now, ander an 
old order which has never before been heard of, or which at any rate ig 
interpreted in altogether a new sense, such license, legally acquired, is 
represented as a violation of the law. 

The Zaria mentions that 5,000 Jews have recently beon expelled fron 
Moscow. 

The Golos states that the Jewish tavera-keepers at Souvalok recently 
assemnbled in the synagogue, and bound themselves by oath not to deal in 
contraband spirits. 

A considerable amount of indignation which has found its way into the 
Jewish press exists emong a latge body of the Russian Jews against their 
wealthy coreligionists—“ Gold Barons” as they are called—who assert that 
there is no ground for fear on the part of the Jews in general, and who se 
their faces against emigration. The Hamelitz in a leading article warily 
protests against the assertion made by the rich Jews in St, Petersburg that it 
would be an unpatriotic act to leave the country, The editor charges them 
with want of patriotism towards their persecuted brethren in the present crisis 
and maintains that emigration becomes an absolute necessity unless the poor 
Jews are willing to allow their homes to become their graves. 


MANSION HOUSE FUND. 


Oa Thursday the 6th a meeting of the Mansion House Committee of the. 
fand for the relief of the sufferers by the recent anti-Jewish riots'in Russia 


- was neld ia the Long Parlour, The Lorp Mayor, aod afterwards Mr. F, D. 


Mucatra, presided, and there were present-; Sir Julian Goldsmid, Mr. Samuel 
Montagu, Mr. N. 8. Joseph, Mr. Benjamin Cobeo, Colonel Lenox- Prendergast, 
Dr. Carl Bernstein, of Berlin, the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, Rev. A. L. Green, 
Major Snell, the Rev. A. Lowy, Dr. A. Asher, and Mr. W. J. Soulsby (the 
Secretary). The fund was reported to amount to £66,000. 

At the last meeting the Committee resolved to contribute £5,000 for the 
purpose of starting a fund of £25,000 and placing it in competeat hands in 


- America, with a view to dealing with and settling as colonists the Jewish emi - 


grants on their arrival there, and they determined to ask the Relief Committees 
in Paris, Berlin, Frankfort, and Vienna to provide a similar amount. Yesterday 
the Lord Mayor received a letter from Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, of Paris, 
the President of the Committee there, statiog that they gladly voted a contri- 
bution of .£5,000, but they suggested that the carrying oat of the project 


| should be subordinated to a distinct aonderstanding as to the proper destination 


of the money, and as to the reliability of the organization to which it should be 

intrasted. The Alliance Israclite Universelle in Paris also contributed £2,000 . 
and the Frankfort Committee £5,000, and promises to consider the matter were 

received from Berlin and Vienna. | 


Both Mr. Mocatta and Sir J. Goldsmid insisted upon the necessity, as 


recommended by the Paris Committee, of being certain as to the proper appro- 
priation of the money, and of being able hereafter to trace every emigrant 
assisted by the fund. This was essential, even if some loss of time was occa- 
sioned in eliciting it, 3 

On the motion of Colonel PrRenpgrGcast, it was resolved to ascertaia to 
what extent it was possible to have regular reports ‘of the ultimate destination 
and settlement of the emigrants, and to select one or two gentlemen to proceed 
to Amcrica as s00n as possible to thoroughly investigate and organize, in con- 
junction with the American Committees, the future arrangements for the 
settlement and colonization of the refugees. It was stated that two members 
of the Committee would probably undertake this mission. 

A letter was received from Hamburg stating that the Committee there were 
quite.prepared to supervise the arrival and departure of emigrants forwarded 
by the Mansion House Fund to America, and sett'ed by Mr. Lawrence Oliphaat, 
their Commissiouer at Brody and Lemberg. Mr, Samuel Montagu was appointed 
to act with Mr. Oliphant in the matter. 

A telegram was read from Mr, Oliphant stating that 1,221 refugees were 
already registered at Brody, and several hundreds were non-registered. The 


influx there was increasing alarmingly, and moie was expected after Easter. — 


Mr. F. D. Mocarra, who has just returned from Berlin and Vienna, said 


the condition of the refugees at Brody was getting serious. Of the 1,200 . 


refugees 800 or more were proper emigrants, and many of their relatives had 
already gone. The new influx was taking. alarming proportions. The fond 3 
was under a moral obligation to send them further, and Mr. Oliphant was acting 
in that sense. The Committee then adjourned,

tants, Catholics, aud Jews in different conatries, In Prussia Baden, and especially 
in France, the rate of increase of population is smallest among Catholics. In lu® 
cany and He-se, on the contrary, the rate of increase is highest among Catholics. 
In Prussia, Baden, and France, again, the rate of increase is markedly higher 
among Protestants than among Catholics ; in France, though they iucrease oaly 
half as fast asthe Jews, they multiply at three times the rate of the Catholics. 
Generally speaking, the respective increase of Catholics, Protestants, and Jews in 
Europe is in the proportion of one, two, and three. The birth-rate of Catholics, 
however, is in different countries, especially in Russia aud Tuscany, higher than 


thatof Protestant and Jews, The birth-rate of the Jews is lower than that of the 


Protestants and Catholics in Russia, France, Baden, Tuscany, and several eos 
countries, and equal vo that of the Protestants in Prussia, and higher than that 0 


the other inhabitants, in Autria-~-Huogary and Roumania Illegitimate births sho¥ 


in general little difference as between the Protestants and Catholics, but the illeg'- 
timate birth-rate of the Jews is much lower than that of other inbabitants. Tous 
the Jews have fewer children than the Catholics and Protestants but keep more 
themalive, As regards the proportion of boys and girls born, it is among the 


tertants and Catholics 105 to 100. In Russia, Prussia, Austria, and whe

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA.

| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


The persecution of the Jews in Russia has once agiin become the “ order 
of the day.” Tho telegraph will already have acquainted yon with the fact that 
fourteen Jewish apothecaries in St. Petersbarg have been ordered in writing to 
dispose of their bustaesses within a yeur, whilst those who manage: the affairs 


of Christian chemists are to give up their situations in a month’s time. The 


recent expulsions from Moscow, too, will have tho effect of depreciating the 
Jews in the eyes of the people, and of paving the way for all manner of 
calamities. 

From a trustworthy and well-informed source I learn that on the 27:h of 
this month the Jews are to be driven out of this city, o1 the groand that the 
right of habitation claimed by certain Jowe appears to tho Governor-General — 
notoriously one of the greatest of Judenfressers—to be non-existent. That 
these’regulations will incite the people and their leaders-to fresh outrages on the 
Jews ia, [ fear, not more than we mast anticipate within the next few wacks. 
The symptoms have already made their appearance, and the siznal has been 
given. 

To-day’s post from Odessa brings me the following shocking piece of inte!- 
ligence : On the 3rd inst. (market-day), a mob plundered and destroyed about 
thirty shops and eighty private houses belonging to Jews at Vo'ego-Z slovo, in 


the district of Ananieff, on the Charkoff and Nicolaieff line of railway. The 


roughs likewise hunted down and wounded many Jews, but so far as I have 
learat none were actually killed, Not satisfie! with destroying the conteuts: of 
the Jewish shops and dwellings, the mob poured petroleum on the buildings 
and then set them on fire. The Jewish inhabitants have thus been reduced to 
beggary. Volegozalovo contains a population of about 6,009, consisting partly 
of Little Russians and partly of Moldavians. I do not know how many-Jews 
reside in the place, but I believe that their number is not insignificant. 1 hear 
that several of the rioters have been arrested, and that tranquillity was restored 
on the arrival of the military from neighbouring towns... Any further particu- 
lars which may reach me with regard to this outbreak [ shall communicate in a 
fature letter, 


THE RUSSOJEWISH REFUGEES. 

We are enabled.to announce that Mr, Samuel Montaga and Dr. A. Asher 
will leave London next week for Brody.to join Mr. Lawrence Oliphant in 
making suitable arrangements for the emigration of the Russian refugees still. 
in Galicia. 

During Mr. F. D Mocatta’s interview with the Crown Princess of Germany 
to which we adverted in our issue of the 31st ult., Mc. Mocatta expressed the 
hope that no impediments would be placed ia the way of the free passage 
tbrough Prussia of the Rugso-Jewish refugees. Her Imperial Highness employed 
her good offices for this purpose with Dr. Friedberg (a converted Jew), the Minis- 
ter of Justice, who, in conjunetion with Herr von Puttkamr, the Minister for 
the Interior, promised that the humane wishes of Mr. Mocatta should be carried 
out as far as possible. 

We learn that on Tuesday evening a private meeting, attended by members 
of the Mansion House Committee, was held at the residence of Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild, to consider, among other matters, the proposal of the Alliance in 
Paria that an international Jewish Conference should be held to regalate thie 
emigration question, The meeting hal the advantage of hearing the views of 
the Alliance on this subject, propounded by M. Charles Netter; a membor of the 
Central Committee, who has paid a flying visit to London in connection with the 
solution of the intricate emigration queetion, which is at present eagaging the 
attention of the Jewish Alliances on the Continent. M. Netter arrived in London 
on Tuesday and left on Wednesday morning. 

There have not been many arrivals of refugees from Russia during Passover, 
but all applicants to the Board of Guardians have been dealt with according to 
the merits of each case. Great care is being exercised to test the genuineness of 
all applicatioas During the fortnight ending the 7th inst, there were forty- 
turee arrivals from Russia and 11 from Poland, and in the same period thirty 
persoos were sent to the United States. The expenses incurred in despatching 
these emigrants were £241 4s. 64. The balance of previous votes from the 
Mansion House Fuad and placed at the disposal of the Board, still unappropri- 
ated amounts to £3,755 11s. 24, An idea of the various occupations of the 
Russian Jews may be gathered from the fact that the batch of thirty emigrants 
included agriculturists, a bookbinder, coppersmith, coachman, carpenter, hair- 
dresser, millers, plumbers, teacher, waiter, weaver, &c. 
A first batch of refugees from Russia, eighteen in number, arrived in 
Amsterd aun, vid Hambarg, oa the day before the commencement of the Pass- 
over. Kvery arrangement was made by the local committee of the Alliance and 
the Chief Rabbi to iiouse and board the strangers durivog the Festival, Other 
and larger batches of fugitives were expected to follow in a few days.

to that offect from their. correspendents in Russia, so that all possible opportunities for placing 
famities will be exhausted in providing for those who may emigrate without your aid. 

We beg you not to send farmors, because we find by experience that very few of the s-called 
farmers are fit for farm work in this country, Uafortanately, reports have Seen epread industri- 
ously in Russia to the effect that every emigrant coming over here would receive land already 
under cultivation, and the result has been that many persons who never planted a seed in their 
lives, have, on their arrival here, styled themselves farmers fn the hope, thereby, to make sure 
of acquiring land, We have now on our hands many more farmers than the money at our com- 
mami will enable us to colonize. Wesides, the season for planting is. rapidly advancing, and 
agriculturists arriving here after the first of May could do very little in,the way of farming until 
nex< spring, and, in, the meantime, we would have ‘to support them. 

Young unmarried men and women, if able-bodie ! and willing to work, can be disposed of by us 
without difficulty. Our factories will probably be able to employ Many young men, strong and 
industrious, from 18 te 2% years of age; they will barely earn a living at first, but we trust that in 
a few months they will learn the language, and have opportunities of getting ahead in the world, 
Young women can easily find work as domestic servants and in factories; and where thore are ina 
fainily four or five children, between 14 and 25, they ought to be able to earn enough to warrant 
the parents and two or three younger children being forwarded here along with. : 

We must press apon your notice the urgent necessity of your employing detectives to ascertain 
whether the parties you send us are genuine refugees, that ia, persons who have been compelled to 
flee from the districts in Russia where the persecutions have been rife. Among those who have been 
sent during the present month on the “ Persian Monarch" and the “ Egyptian Monarch” were men 
who were living in London when the riots in Russia first broke ont; and,there is no doubt that a 
large portion of the emigrants are merely the drega of the populace, ' 

We can well inderstand your anxiety to be relieved of the hundreds of those people who are 
flocking to. England, allured by the prospect of being benefited through the large amecunt which the 
liberality of all creeds has placed at the disposal of the Mansion House Committee, ahd we desire to 
assist you as far as we can, but our ability to do ao is very limited, 

We must beg you to exercise the utmost eaution in sending persons to inland potnts ‘in this 
country. One case of mistake I deem it my duty to mention, A family consistiig of a man, wife, 
and foar children and two grown nephews arrived on the “ Egyptian Monarch,” with tickets tt 
Atalanta, Ilinois. Never having heard of that piace, and being unable to imagine why they should 
be sent thither, I enquired of the man, “ Why are you going there?"’ He handed me a paper with 
the address of his brother, by which | found he wishe! to go to Atlanta, Georgia, a city situated in 
an entirely different direction, the distance between the two points being over five hundred mites, 

I have just received a letter from Chicago stating that tho‘local committee there las cabled 
you fo stop booking refugees direct to that city, 

The problems before us are very difficult of solution, and blanders cannot be avoided, We trust, 
however, that by a fall interchange of views between the European Committees and oursel ¥e@s, 
ui Uheds of carrying on the work maybe arrived at which will render the mistakes of a serious 
character leas likely to hajypen. We are anxiousty awaiting. intelligence from our delegate, Mr 
Ellinger, as to the result of the conference at Vienna, Our movements here must depead greatly on 
the action that may there be taken.—Yours very respectfally,

JEWS AND THE RELIGIOUS IDEA, 


‘The Rev. Professor Marks preached a powerfal sermon at the Berkeley Street 


Synagogue on the seventh day of Passover, taking for his text the 61at chapter of © 


Isaiah. History, said the preacher, hal long since volantoered its testimony to the 

accomplishment of Isaiah's prophecy: When the early church proclaimed that 

salvation came from the Jews it tacitly admitted that to them and their mission the 
moral transformation of the world was due. It was not to be denied that the 
Church aud Mosque had both contributed towards the propagation of the religious 
idea, But whet the Church had done in that respect was quite independent of any 
dogmatic teaching and resided exclusively in the ethics borrowed from the Hebrew 
Scriptures. Many popular errors still struggled against history and fact, but there 
was one especially which found a weekly asylum in many pulpits, and which was 
that. if the Church had not. been established none but the lineal descendants of 
Abraham would have known or heard of Almighty God, The fact was decitledly 
opposite. A very few years had passed over the captivity of Judah before the 
acknowledgment of the one God was proclaimed throughout Babylon, The transla- 
tion of the Pentateuch into Greek brought thousands of Gentiles to adhere to that 
doctrine, and the Evangelists bore remirkable testimony to the Prarissic zeal for 

making proselytes, But it ws unreasonable to suppose that these conversions to 

the worship of the one God were vrought about so much by Talmudic exegesis as b 

the activity of the Hagadists, Wailst the Halachists were immersed in casuistry,w hich 
seldom fails to ac. like a gangrene upon ethics, the Hagadista unfolded the 
principles of Judaism in all their spiritual fulness. To these Hagadists the New 
Lestament writers were largely indebted for many of their most incisive parables. 
If it was asked why Jews do not now display the sam» proselytizing zeal as formerly, 
uo better answer could be offered than that given by Mendelssohn to Lavater, “1 
recognize,” said the Jewish philosopher, “an internal as well as an external religion, 
and as a Jew Iam bound to make a distinction between the two.” This internal 
religion implied a belief in God and His moral law, and as these principles were 
strange to the Gentile world in an earlier age, the Jewa felt it to bs a part of their 
mission to disseminate them far and wide. But at atim> like the present, when the 


Bible is rendered into every dialect, so that each one can read and determine for. 


himself the doctrine of the ons God, if the Jew were to stand forth as a propoga- 
gandist, it could only be in the interests of an external ceremonial, which was 
never designed to be propagated. The doctrine of the unity of God constituted the 
essence of the infant Church, but came in time to be qualified and overshadowed by 
the ideas of a Pantheon which pagan converts had brought with them, and theace- 
forth the internal peace of the Church had departed never again to be restored to it. 
Great changes had lately taken place ia religious thought, and Churchmea were now 
themselves of opinion that it is desirable to find some common standpoiat on wh ich 
all who cling to a belief in the divine outcome of the Bible may take their stand. 
The preacher felt sure that no such common ground could be found which did not 
take in the central truth of tae absolute anisy of Goi, Ue thea pointed his text to 
another school of opponents waose aim was to extinguizh completely every spark of 
revealed truth, From this class of teachers Isras!’ uso wasinno danger, Ex- 
perience taught taat faith in an unseen bat not aa anol ideal of righteousness and 
perfection, and in what lies too deep in tae haman neart to be plucked out could 
never pass away. It might wax weak in man, bat like @ nataral spring it would 


recover ita energy and acquire fresh vigour, and it would come back to him after 


his many gropings and speculations,
